LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Twenty-First  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  during  1967.  The  first  Annual  Report  for 
township,  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which  makes  this  one 
the  93rd  m the  series.

VITAL  STATISTICS  : 

353  live  births  were  registered  ; 26  more  than  in  1966.  This  gives 
a Birth  Rate  of  19-0  per  1,000  population  and,  by  the  application  of 
the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  19-0.  The  Stillbirth 
Rate  was  14  0 per  1,000  total  births  (5  stillbirths)  and  the  Perinatal 
Mortality  Rate  was  33-5.  Illegitimate  births  totalled  19. 

236  deaths  were  registered  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of  12-7 
per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Death  Rate  of  12-5. 

Births  exceeded  deaths  by  117. 

8 deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year  ; 7 of  them  occurred 
in  the  first  week.  This  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  22-7.  The 
County  Rate  was  19-2  and  the  National  Rate  was  18-3. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  : 

173  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified.  Measles  accounted 
for  103  of  these  which  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  being 
a continuation  of  the  outbreak  towards  the  end  of  1966.  The  protection 
afforded  by  the  measles  vaccination  trial  scheme  has  proved  effective, 
so  in  the  near  future  another  scourge  of  childhood  will  be  brought 
under  control.  Actually  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  in  1968 
vaccination  against  measles  by  the  one  injection  method  is  being 
offered  to  all  susceptible  children. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE  : 

The  improvement  noted  in  1966  was  maintained,  only  eight  babies 
dying  under  the  age  of  one  year.  Actually  seven  of  these  babies  died 
during  the  first  week  of  life  which  gives  a rather  less  satisfactory 
perinatal  mortality  rate. 


CANCER : 

Deaths  from  cancer  were  slightly  above  average.  Of  the  43 
deaths,  eight  men  and  one  woman  died  of  cancer  of  the  lung.  Cigarette 
smoking  is  still  a dangerous  luxury. 


CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY  : 

During  the  year  397  women  were  tested  at  the  County  Health 
Clinic  by  my  two  women  Medical  Officers.  Malignant  cells  of  potential 
cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  were  discovered  in  two  cases,  with 
suspicious  cells  in  another  case.  It  is  not  possible  to  give  an  accurate 
total  of  all  women  examined  as  an  unknown  number,  probably 
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relatively  few,  will  have  been  examined  by  their  own  doctors  in

MENTAL  HEALTH  : 


• .^be  Rawcliffe  Training  Centre  is  a continuing  hive  of  industry 
social  and  educational  training.  The  adult  wings  are  overcrowded 
and  the  new  adult  building  scheduled  for  1969  will  be  most  welcome 
Iwo  private  contracts  have  been  secured  for  the  adult  males— the 
manufacture  of  mushroom  trays  and  the  grouting'  of  polystyrene. 


+ • saw  the  opening  of  a training  swimming  pool  in  the 

patiu  This  has  been  generously  provided  and  largely  constructed  by 
the  Round  Table  Clubs  of  Selby  and  District  and  Goole  and  District 
I he  pool,  which  is  the  first  one  in  a West  Riding  training  centre,  is 
equipped  with  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  and  the  water  is  heated 
It  is  hoped  that  a good  proportion  of  the  trainees  will  be  taught  to 
swim  and  those  with  some  spasticity  may  derive  hydrotherapeutic 
benefit.  Ihe  pool  also  provides  much  enjoyment.  Several  visits  of 
inspection  have  been  paid  by  interested  parties  from  other  training 
centres. 


FAMILY  PLANNING  : 

The  Family  Planning  Association  was  not  able  to  open  in  Goole 
in  1967,  but  a clinic  is  definitely  promised  for  1968  (opened  June.  1968). 


G.P.  CO-OPERATION  : 


The  County  Council  has  decreed  that  when  enough  staff  is 
available  public  health  nurses  should  be  attached  by  mutual  agreement 
to  general  practitioners.  When  this  happens  the  nurses  will  no  longer 
serve  within  a specified  district  or  area.  This  policy  implements  the 
belief  that  a closer  partnrship  between  general  practitioners  and  nurses 
will  be  advantageous  to  both  and  should  provide  a better  and  more 
knowledgeable  nursing  service  to  the  public.  During  1967  the  scheme 
was  brought  into  operation  in  this  Division  for  Home  Nurses  and 
Midwives  and  will  operate  for  Health  Visitors  eventually.  And  so, 
alter  several  decades,  the  terms  “ District  Nurse  ” and  “ District 
Midwife  ” disappear  to  he  replaced  by  “ Attached  Home  Nursing 
Sister  and  “ Attached  Domiciliary  Midwife.” 


The  new  system  is  best  explained  to  the  general  public  in  this 
way  : If  you  are  a patient  of  Dr.  A then  your  home  nurse  is  Sister  B 
and  your  midwife,  where  applicable,  is  Nurse  C.  Nurses  B and  C 
will  attend  Dr.  A’s  patients  anywhere  in  the  Goole  and  Selby  area 
and  adjacent  parts  of  the  West  Riding.  As  there  are  over  twenty 
general  practitioners  and  only  seven  nursing  sisters  and  eight  midwives, 
the  nurses  are  attached  to  two  or  more  practices. 


Although  the  nurses  arrange  their  routine  day-to-day  duties  in 
consultation  with  their  general  practitioners  they  remain  salaried 
officers  of  the  County  Council  responsible  to  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  and  Divisional  Nursing  Officer 
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Oi  course,  there  are  disadvantages.  Instead  of  one  nurse 
attending  all  the  patients  in  a particular  district  or  village  it  is 
possible  to  have  two  or  three  nurses  visiting  patients  of  different 
doctors  in  the  same  area  at  the  same  time.  This  can  cause  some  loss 
of  time  and  increased  petrol  consumption,  but  in  general  it  is  felt 
that  the  new  scheme  is  a step  in  the  right  direction  towards  a more 
integrated  health  service. 


HEALTH  CENTRE  : 

Negotiations  were  completed  during  the  year  for  the  building 
bv  the  County  of  a Health  Centre  to  be  occupied  by  a group  practice 
of  six  general  practitioners  and  the  County  public  health  services. 
The  approved  site  is  on  the  allotments  immediately  behind  the 
Bartholomew  Avenue  Clinic  and  may  or  may  not  incorporate  the 
present  Clinic. 

In  conclusion,  I record  my  thanks  for  the  continued  support  of 
the  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council,  the  loyal  services  of  the 
Public  Health  and  Divisional  Health  Staffs,  and  the  help  given  by 
voluntary  workers  at  the  Clinic.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


* 


Goole  is  the  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  Last  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
portion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  flat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
eastern  portion  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  prevented  from  overflowing  by  artificially  raised  -banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea 
level. 


The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  of  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is  a 
layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot  to 
more  than  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately  belaw 
the  peat  is  a layer  of  laminated  clay  which  is  generally  covered 
with  a thin  bed  of  sand. 

Although  Goole  Borough  -has  an  area  of  only  1,267  acres  i.t  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Rural  District  with  an  area  of  over  38,000 
acres.  Its  next  nearest  neighbour  is  the  Howden  Rural  District  across 
the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence  it  also 
attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The  export 
of  coal  produced  in  the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the  import 
and  export  of  general  merchandise  being  the  life-blood  of  the  town. 
The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  their  livelihood  in 
shipping,  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  engineering,  milling,  plastics, 
fertiliser,  fibre-glass  and  dextrine  manufacture,  wholesale  clothing, 
agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  trades. 

The  Corporation  own  the  market  hall,  cattle  market,  slaughter- 
house, library,  parks  and  public  gardens,  public  baths,  and  a pleasure 
ground  for  outdoor  athletic  pursuits.  The  Corporation  also  owns  2,249 
dwellings.  Every  house  has  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and 
the  town  is  now  entirely  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  state  of 
employment  is  good  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well-being  of 
the  people.  With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and  batk  have 
been  properly  made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local  authority.  Goole 
can  be  truly  described  as  a clean  and  well-administered  small  town, 
with  reasonable  amenities  and  pleasant  rural  surroundings  despite  the 
very  flat  nature  of  the  countryside  which  is  said  to  resemble  the  flat 
parts  of  the  Netherlands.

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WATER 


Every  house  in  the  town  has  an  internal  supply  of  water  on  tap. 

The  whole  of  the  water  consumed  in  the  Borough  is  provided  by 
the  Pontefract,  Goole  and  Selby  Water  Board,  and  the  supply  is  both 
plentiful  and  of  good  quality. 

Following  the  submission  of  a water  sample  for  chemical  analysis, 
the  analyst  reported  that  the  sample  contained,  a small  amount  of 
organic  matter,  presumably  of  vegetable  origin.  He  recommended 
that  the  source  of  contamination  should  be  sought  and,  when  found, 
eliminated,  after  which  further  samples  should  be  submitted  for 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  This  advice  was  acted  upon 
and  all  the  samples  obtained  thereafter  were  satisfactory. 

Of  the  21  samples  of  water  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  20  were  satisfactory.

HOUSING 

1.  Slum  Clearance — 

(a)  Queen’s  Avenue  : During  the  year  128  houses  in  Queen’s  Avenue 
and  its  immediate  vicinity  were  represented.  The  resultant 
Borough  of  Goole  (Queen’s  Avenue)  Clearance  Area  is  the 
largest  single  area  which  the  Council  has  ever  resolved  to  clear. 
It  is  hoped  that  an  early  start  can  be  made  on  the  formidable 
task  of  re-housing  the  occupiers. 

The  declaration  of  this  clearance  area  means  that  there  are 
now  less  than  100  houses  which  need  to  be  looked  at  for  possible 
representation  in  the  near  future. 

(b)  Bridge  Street,  South  Street,  Dock  Street  : Fifteen  dwellings 
have  been  demolished  ; 

(c)  Burlington  Crescent  and  North  Street  Clearance  Area  : Nine 
dwellings  have  been  demolished  ; 

(d)  Central  Ward  Clearance  Areas  : Of  the  original  101  premises, 
all  but  12  have  been  demolished  and  only  2 dwellings  are 
still  occupied  ; 

(e)  Belle  Vue  Terrace  and  Prospect  Terrace  Clearance  Areas  : All 
10  houses  have  been  demolished  ; 

(f)  Burlington  Crescent  and  Edinburgh  Street  Clearance  Area  : No 
progress,  10  of  the  11  dwellings  still  being  occupied  ; 

(g)  Axholme  Street  Clearance  Area  : All  3 dwellings  are  vacant 
and  awaiting  demolition  ; 

(h)  St.  Andrew’s  Terrace  Clearance  Area  : Thirty-two  of  these  50 
dwellings  are  now  vacant  ; 

(i)  Ouse  Street  Clearance  Area  : Of  the  4 dwellings,  all  have  been 
vacated  and  2 demolished  ; 

(j)  George  Street,  Aire  Street  Clearance  Area  : The  4 dwellings 
are  vacant  and  awaiting  demolition  ; 

(k)  Church  Street,  Calder  Street  : All  7 dwellings  are  vacant  and 
awaiting  demolition  ; 

(l)  Capstan  Street  Demolition  Orders  : The  3 dwellings  have  been 
demolished.

2.  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 


At  the  31st  December,  1967,  the  total  number  of  grants  that  had 
been  made  by  the  Council  was  056  Discretionary  and  103  Standard. 

The  grants  approved  during  1967  were  62  Discretionary  and  22 
Standard  at  a total  cost  of  £12,758  for  improvement  work  estimated 
to  cost  £28,978. 

The  number  of  preliminary  applications  made  during  the  year 
was  81  Discretionary  and  28  Standard. 

During  the  year  work  at  a total  cost  of  £1,923/15/-  was  commenced 
on  the  improvement  of  seven  terrace  dwellinghouses,  namely  Nos.  19 
to  31  Mariners  Street,  which  the  Council  had  acquired  some  years 
previously.

RODENT  CONTROL 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  complaints  of  rat  infestation  and  thirty- 
two  of  mouse  infestation  were  received  during  the  year.  All  complaints 
were  promptly  investigated  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  who 
made  2.179  visits  as  the  result  of  complaints  received  and  in  the  course 
of  routine  surveys'  of  premises  and  allotments.  In  addition,  the  public 
health  staff  paid  42  visits  in  connection  with  rodent  control. 

Treatment  of  all  types  of  infested  premises  is  done  without  a 
charge  being  made  to  the  occupier. 

Regular  visits  were  paid  to  the  Council’s  Airmyn  Wood  refuse  tip 
where  a system  of  permanent  baiting  was  introduced  in  1963.  No 
serious  infestation  has  been  observed  at  the  tip  during  the  year.

(c)  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 
Regulations,  1966.  Market  Hall. 

These  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  January,  1967.  A 
report  was  presented  to  the  Public  Health  and  Markets  Committee 
on  conditions  at  the  market  hall  and  as  a result  it  was  decided  to 
carry  out  improvements  to  the  sanitary  conveniences,  the  kitchen  and 
the  storerooms. 

(d)  Ice  Cream.  Thirty-two  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted 
to  the  laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.  Twenty-three  were 
Grade  I.,  four  were  Grade  II.,  and  five  were  Grade  III.  In  the  case 
of  the  Grade  III.  samples,  further  samples  were  obtained  and  each 
was  satisfactory. 

(e)  Complaints  were  received  of  an  alleged  dirty  milk  churn,  unfit 
tins  of  corned  beef  and  of  a foreign  body  (newspaper)  in  a bottle 
of  milk.  All  were  fully  investigated  and  the  latter  was  referred  to 
the  County  Health  Department.  No  legal  action  was  taken. 

(f)  Food  Hawking.  SecGon  76,  West  Riding  (General  Powers) 
Act  1951,  is  opei’ative  within  the  Borough.  There  were  two  new 
registrations  during  the  year,  bringing  the  number  of  registered 
hawkers  /to  twenty-one. 

(g)  Registration  of  Food  Premises— Section  16,  Food  and  Drugs 
Act  1955  Three  premises  were  added  to  the  register  during  the  year, 
one’  being  for  the  preparation  of  food  (ham  boiling)  and  the  others 
for  the  sale  of  ice  cream.
